The opinion is general that it really 
means a merger of the express business 
of tho three Hill lines, the Great N orth­ 
ern, the Northern Pacific and the C hi­ 
cago, Burlington Sc Quincy.) 
Heretofore, the express business of 
these three railroad systems has been 
handled by three different companies, 
tho Great Northern, the Northern P a ­ 
cific and the Adams Express companies. 
It is a matter of common report that 
the Great Northern and Northern Pa­ 
cific 
E x p r e s s companies have always 
been owned and controlled by precisely 
the same interests that own and control 
the railroads of the same names. 
The 
Adams Express company, however, is an 
olil institution that has been and is still 
managed by other interests than those 
that control the railroad system for 
which it handles the express, tho Bur 
lington. 
The lease that tho Adams Express 
company has on the Burlington express 
business has not expired, but it i - freely 
intimated in railroad circles that when 
that lease do 's expire, it will not be re 
n wed but tho business will lie handled 
by an express company owned and con 
trolled lay the J a m e s . I. Hill interests. 
lf this be really tho program and one 
express company is to take care of the 
business of all throe of the Hill lines, 
the new concern will certainly handle 
t rattle of immense magnitude. 
At present the mileage of the Bur 
lington, together with all its branch 
lines, is 8,nib miles: that of the Great 
Northern 11,319 miles, and that of the 
Northern Pacific 5.810.73 mile , making 
a total of 20,079.73 miles on all three of 
the Hill railroad systems. 
It may be that the newly incorporat 
ed Northern Express company concern 
will be used to absorb all express trade 
of these twenty 
thousand ana more 
railes of railroad. 
Said a party connected with the new­ 
ly formed organization today: 
“The old Northern Pacific Express 


c o m . -any did not have nearly so large 


p o w e r - as the new company. 
The old 
company could not do business along 
any other lines of railroad than the 
Northern 
Pacific. 
It could not 
run 
stage lines or steamboat lines in connec­ 
tion with it- business. In fact, the pow­ 
ers of the old corporation were utterly 
inadequate to meet th<* requirements of 
its immense and growing business. The 
new company has been capitalized at
